POISONER AT WORK 


One Hundred Families In Milwaukee 


In a Serious Condition. 


Highest of all in Leavening Power.— Latest U. S. Gov’t Report 


EAT BREAD WITH ARSENIC IN IT. 


F ire H undred 
Person# Under Charge of 


P h y sician s—Believed to be the W ork of

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Milw aukee, Dec. 5.—W hat is thought 
to be an attempt at wholesale poisoning, 
and in a large measure successful, was 
reported to the health* department yes­ 
terday, when information was given of 
the sudden aud serious illt ess of about 
100 families, numbering between ">00 
and 600 persons, living iu the north­ 
western part of the city. 
The cause of 
the sickness was traced to bread sold at 
a bakery owned by Otto Figlesthaler, 
which has a very large trade. 
Last 
night an analysis of the bread showed 
that it contained arsenic. 
The 600 per­ 
sons poisoued are living, but a large 
number of cases are considered serious, 
if not critical* 
The first intimation that the health 
department had of the poisoning was 
the notification by Dr. F. R. Weber 
that a familv named Herzberg had been 
taken ill aud that the symptoms were 
those of poiMiuiug. 
From early morning net 1 late at 
night the telephort b *11 in t:i • office of 
the commissioner of health was kept 
ringing and at the close of office hours 
more than 10D families had been re­ 
ported as suffering from symptoms of 
acute poisoning. 
The health department officials said 
that it was evidently a case of arsenical 
poisoning. 
The symptoms are excessive 
vomiting accompanied by pains in the 
stomach, aud severe 
headaches and 
chills. 
Dr. Kempster stated that he 
hod been notified of the condition of af­ 
fairs and had ordered a complete inves­ 
tigation. 
Mrs. Figiesthaier, ihe wife of the 
baker, said today that 
she thought 
that some one 
had deliberately put 
poison in to the box containing the flour 
from which the bread was made.

has been the custom of the baker to 
keep the flour in the cellar, from which 
there are two flights of stairs that lead 
directly to the garret.

The first intim ation th at the health 
departm ent had of the poisoning was*1 
the notification by Dr. F. R. Wi»ber j 
th a t a fam ily nam ed H erzberg had been 
taken ill and th at th e sym ptom s w ere 
those of pon ming. 
From early m orning un' I late at 
night the telephori b i i in flu office of 
the commissioner of health was kopt 
ringing and ut tlo* clos*' of office hours 
m on' than IOO fam ilies had been re ­ 
ported as suffering from sym ptom s of j 
acute poisoning. 
The health depart m eat officials said 
that it was evidently a case of arsenical 
poisoning. 
The symptoms are excessive 
vom iting accom panied by pains in th e 
stom ach, and severe 
headaches and 
chills. 
Dr. K em pster stilted th at he 
had been notified of the condition of a f­ 
fairs and had ordered a com plete hive* 
ligation. 
Mrs. Figlesthaler, the wife of the 
baker, said today th a t 
she thought 
th a t some one had deliberately put 
poison in to the box containing the floor 
from w hich the bread was made. 
It 
ha* been the custom of the baker to 
keep the flour in the cellar, from w hich 
there are two flights of stairs that lead 
directly to the garret. 
It is claim ed by 
th e lady who lives above th e bakery 
th a t she* heard some one moving about 
in the garret, early in the night before 
th e bread was made, but as she thought 
th a t it was some one of the F iglesthaler 
fam ily, she said trothing about it un til 
she found out in the m orning that none 
of the members of the fam ily had been 
near the garret during the night.. 
The police are convinced from the in ­ 
vestigation th at arsenic was placed in 
the bread intent to cause the death or 
serious illness of FiglesUiuler’s custom ­ 
ers, w ith the object of ruining his busi­ 
ness.

President Say* German Vessels Entering 
Our Ports Must Pay Tonnage- 
W ashington, Dec. 4.—The president 
has inned a proclamation suspending, 
after January next, the operations of 
the act which relieves German vessels 
entering United States ports from the 
payment of tonnage dues and other 
shipping charges. 
The effect of the 
president’s proclamation is to reimpose 
upon the vessels entering from Ger­ 
many the sam e tonnage dues that are 
imposed on vessels flying the United 
States flag from G reat Britain, France, 
Italy, Spain and other maritime nations 
iu Europe and Asia 
German vessels 
were exempted in 1888 from the pay­ 
ment of these due* under the shipping 
reciprocity act of 1886.
